MAN. DIES SUDDENLY 


John F. Hogsett, 75 years old, found- 


er o? Kogsett's Mill in Uniontown and 
one of tue most v.-idelyknowamen in 
the county, died Tuesday nijiht. For 
some time Mr. Hogselt cad suffered 
from weakness of the heart but his 
condition was not considered alarm- 
ing. The clay before his death he had 
been ordered to bed by his physicians 
for a rest cure-. Mr. Hogsett was bora 
at the old corner house at Hogsett's 
Cut, named after his father, the late 
Robert Hogsett, who was one of the 
earliest of Fayette county coal opera- 
tors and one of the first builders of 
the famous beehive ovens. His moth- 
er was the late Jane Foster Hogsett. 


The early part of Mr. Hogs«tt's life 


was spent in farm training and until 
18 years ago he was one of the coun- 
ty's most successful farmers 
He held 


the farm holdings at what is now Fil- 
bert and Gates, as well as a large farm 
In Ohio. When the coal operations of 
the H. C. Prick Coke Company spread 
through the county. Mr. Hogsett sold 
his land and entered tho fee<! mill bus- 
iness at the present location of the 
John F. Hogsett & Sons Mill on ilill 
street Untontown. Had he iired until 
fall Mr. Hogsett and his wife Hannah 
Humbert Hogsett would 
ve cele- 


brated their 50th wedding anniversary. 
To the union nine children were born, 
all of whom survive, with the excep- 
tion of one daughter, Ruth Ann, who 
died 15 years ago. The surviving chil- 
dren are Mrs. W. T. Messrcore, W. H. 
Hogsett, Miss Lillian Hogsett, Dr. S.
